Harrison Heists the Stars and Stripes
Above the City of New Yerk.

An Krent of Great Importance It Marbt
til lleglnnlng; of the Ituhnbllltntlen

of America's Merchant Marine
Greeted by Deeming Cannen.

New Yerk, Feb, 23. The ceremony
of heisting the stars and stripes te the
peak en the giant ocean steamship
which has gained fame as "The City of
New Yerk," but which has been

"New Yerk" by her owners
en becoming an American corporation,
which was performed Wednesday after-
noon, drew some of the most dis-

tinguished citizens of the nation
te this city. The pregramme of
the rebaptism and naturalization of
the New Yerk, which marks the be-

ginning of the building of an American
mcrchantmnrlne, provided for a solemn
and formal ceremonial at neon, at the
cleso of which the stars and stripes was
te be heisted and be saluted by the
guns of the forts and United States
cruisers in the harbor. The exercises
were delayed by the storm and the ac-
cident en the Pennsylvania read.

At 10:30 o'clock the Bteambeats Hew-
ard Carrell and 8am Slean pushed their
way through the ice that lined the
New Yerk shore of the North river, and

, tied up at the New Yerk's pier. At
11:30 the steamship company guests
came in large numbers and went en
beard the steamboats, which at 12
o'clock cast off their hawsers and
dropped down the stream.

At 11:45 the guns en Governer's Is-

land fired a salute of seven guns, and
this was responded te by the warship
Chicago. At 12 o'clock the steamboat
William Fletcher ran alongside the
New Yerk, and a large party of men
went en beard the steamship. The
police beat patrol steamed around the
big steamship, 'and the firobeat New
Yerker saluted her with a whistle. As
the Heward Carrell and Sam Slean
drew up alongslde at 12:20 and trans-
ferred their passengers te the New
Yerk, the guns en Governer's Island
fired another salute.

The section of the train bearing the
president arrived in the depot at 1:57.
Accompanying the president were Sec-
retary of State Fester, Secretaries
Tracy and Rusk, Postmaster-Genera- l
Wannamaker, Maj. II al ford, private
secretary te the president: Lieut Par
ker, naval aid; D. M. Ramsdell, marshal
of the District of Columbia; and F. C
Tlbbett, CeL Lcmley, judge ndvocate
general of the navy; Henry W. Ray-
mond, Secretary Tracy's private secre-
tary, and many ethers equally promin-
ent in national affairs.

The president and these with him
were at once escorted te the Sam Slean,
ind a few minutes later the steamer's
lines were cast loose and she headed for
the New Yerk. It was 2:15 o'clock
when the Slean drew nlonpside the New
Yerk. The bridge was thrown from
the New Yerk te the reef of the Slean's
upper deck. It was 2:30 o'clock when
Congressman liourke Cockran made a
few remarks, ending with: "Mr. Presi-Sen- t,

I invite you te raise the American
Qng upon this splendid vessel."

President Harrison said: "It Rives me picas
are te corn inmate here by the act of
if ting this flag, the efforts In support of a prin
Jlplo'te which I give my hearty support. I hate
'clt us a cltlren and as president a mortiliceticn
irblch every American must feci who examines
jite the standing of the United Si.uch in he
merchant marine of the world.

Then the president with his own
hands pulled the halyards and "broke"
the flags en the peaks of the ship; at
the same instant small flags dressed
the ship. "Old Glory" was greeted by
t pandemonium of whistling and bell
ringing from the craft in the harbor,
and the Chicago intonated the national
lalute of twonty-en- o guns, the forts in
the bay responding.

After the ceremonies closed there was
b magnificent dinner given en beard
the New Yerk.

. Londen, Feb. 22. The Princess Kaiu-lan- i,

helress te the threno of Hawaii,
sailed Wednesday for New Yerk en the
steamer Teutonic.

The princess is accompanied by Thee-philu- s

Davis, wife nnd daughter, and
by Jlisa Wharteff. Her residence in
England has ' heretofore been kept se-

cret, but Mr. Davis, after repeated re-
quests, consented te permit the corre-
spondent te have an interview with the
princess at his residence, Sundown,
Ileskith park, Houthpert, where the
young lady has been residing.
t Mr. Davis said that he had no reply
te his recent request te the commission-
ers of the previsional government of
Hawaii te delay negotiations until he
could bring the Princess Kaiulanl te
the United States te plead for her
rights. He feared, he said, that the
commissioners were hurrying te com-
plete the deal bofere her arrival. He
was confident that if Americans could
see the princess, who was a simple
Christian girl, her throne would be
saved.

The princess spent her holidays at
Sundown as one of the family and was
treated like a daughter.

The princess is tall and slender, nnd
with a mero thoughtful, deliberate air
that might be expected in a school girl.
She is a brunette, with the eyes of a
gazelle and features that suggest just a
suspicion of Kanacka origin. She was
somewhat nervous during the inter-
view. She said she had nothing te ndd
te the appeal which she had addressed
te the American people.

She had no definite plans, but would
be guided by her guardian, Mr. Davis.
She proposed te spend two days in New
Yerk and then visit Bosten, where she
would rpmain until after the inaugura-
tion of President Cleveland. Then she
would go te Washington, and would
probably make a personal appeal te Mr.
Cleveland. The princess added that
she had no friends in America, except
the friends of Mr. Davis. She timidly
expressed a hope that she might gain
the sympathy f the American poeple.

"What de you think of President
Harrison's message regarding annexa-
tion?" asked the correspondent.

" I prefer net te e'xprcss any opinion
en the subject," replied the princess.

"Would you accept a ponsien or ether
compensation should Hawaii be an-

nexed?" asked the correspondent.
"As te that, also, I prefer te say noth-

ing," was the reply. It was apparent
te the correspondent that the princess
fears her ense te be hopeless, nnd that
the American government is determined
upon annexation. It is also evident
that the princess is moved by the advice
of her guardian.

The princess said that she will be en-
tirely opposed te the policy of the queen,'
especially in regard te the bills which
the queen is reported te have signed
and which gave offense. The princess
docs net want Hawaii te be under a
protectorate of any sort She wishes
Hawaii te be independent. She believes
that America and Hawaii should be
warm friends. She had never been an
English official and did net beleve that
England would interfere in Hawaiian
affairs.

When nsked if she would return te
England after her present visit te Amer-
ica, the princess answered: "Yes, if I
am successful. I will le of age next
year, and then I will carry out my
original intention, for which the Ha-

waiian legislature voted $1,000, which
was te visit Queen . Victeria, then te
visit the president of the United States,
and then te proceed te Hawaii and
assume the position te which I am en-
titled.

The princess said that she favored the
preposition made by Mr. Davis te the
previsional government of Hawaii that
a regency should be appointed for three
years, with S. B. Dele, the head of the
previsional government, as presi-
dent, the princchs te be crowned
queen of Hawaii at the termination of
the regency.

"I want te de ull I can for my peo-
ple," said the princess, "and te Im an
hone-- a and true lender te them. I blm-pl- y

want te de my duty te beloved Ha-
waii."
